A sshewas the first to admit, 
Jackie Collins relished 
being in control So when 
the bestselling author 
was diagnosed with stage 
4 breast cancer in 2009, she told only her 
three grown daughters and continued to 
live life on her own terms: writing five nov- 
els, traveling, enjoying her six grandchil- 
dren and feeling— thanks to a succession 
of drug therapies— mostly fine. But after 
her daughter Rory, 46, learned in May 
that she too had (stage 1) breast cancer, 
Collins decided she ‘'couldn't let Rory 
fight this battle alone— Fve got to come 
out next to her. And it might help save 
other women’s lives.” 

So it was that on Sept. 14— just five 
days before her cancer would end her 
life— Collins, 77, sat down for a candid, 
emotional interview with People at her 
Beverly Hills mansion. Jet-laggedfrom 
a recent trip to London, where she had 
shared her diagnosis for the first time 
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with her actress sister Joan and brother 
Bill, she seemed slightly tired but 
engaged, wickedly funny and hopeful 
about the future. ‘1 certain ly don 't wake 
up in the morning and think, 'Oh, I have 
terminal cancer,’ because I don’t,” she 
said. "I have a chronic disease. We’re all 
going to go at some time. I want people 
to see me as an example of strength— and 
doing things my way.”

How did you first learn 
you had cancer? 

Two years before I actually discovered 
what it was, I felt a lump. But I 
thought, T’m not dealing with this,’ 
because in my mind I decided it was 
benign. Tve had to deal with losing 
my mother (to breast cancer), my 
husband (prostate cancer) and my 
fiance Qung cancer), and I did not 
want to put pressure on everybody 
in the family.

Did the lump grow larger 
during those two years ?

I 
still thought it was benign. 

How were you finally diagnosed? 

On one of my book tours, I found 
myself limping. I had a full-body scan, 
and the doctor said, ‘T don’t 
understand, but we’re seeing cancer 
somewhere, and we need to know the 
primary place where it came from.”

W ithout Jackie Collins, who died surrounded by 
family Sept. 19, Bravo would have no Real 
Housewives of Beverly Hills, or of anywhere. 
Her breezy, punchy bestsellers, including Hollywood 
Wives, Hollywood Husbands, Hollywood Kids, Lucky, 
Chances and more, spun the British transplant’s own 
experiences and observations into a fantasy of wealth, 
power, sex, clothes, hair and glamour. Collins’s style 
took hold of American entertainment in the 1980s— her 
sister Joan Collins was the catty, carnal epitome of it on 
Dynasty— and it has never completely lost Its grip. 

Has it now, Lisa Vanderpump? 

The Bravo show, in fact, didn’t impress Collins so 
much when TV Guide asked her to watch the premiere 
episode in 2010: “First of all,” she said, “no Beverly Hills 
babe would ever stoop to being called a housewife. 

How plebeian. How gauche.” 

There isn’t much need to discuss Collins as a literary 
figure— she was happy enough to have sold 500 million 
books and seen her most famous titles adapted for TV. 
She did tell The New York Times that the writers who 
most influenced her were Charles Dickens and Mickey 
Spillane. She also said that, when she published The 
World Is Full of Married Men In 1 968, “no one was writing 
about sex except Philip Roth.” As a chronicler of the 
bedroom, she likely had the more lucrative career. 

But, like her sister Joan, Jackie understood that 
audiences and readers alike love the pleasurable shiver 
of entertainment delivered by a star. (That’s not the 
same as a brand, either.) She wouldn’t present herself In 
public ifshewasn’timmaculatelystyled. “I can never go 
out for my mall unless I’m done up,” she told People.

My poor 
daughter Tiffany is sitting there, 
going, ''What the f— ?!

people’s sympathy. I think sympathy 
can weaken you. I don’t live my life 
that way. I took control of the 
situation. I know it was difficult for 
my daughters not to be able to talk 
about it, and they wanted me to tell 
people, but I didn’t want to burden 
them. They would have been, 

"How are you feeling, how are you 
this week?” and all of that . . . 

Do you wish you’d confided 
in more people? 

Looking back. I’m not sorry about 
anything that I did. I did it my way, as 
Frank Sinatra would say. No one has 
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ever known until now, when I feel as 
though I should come out with it. 
There are two guarantees in life: death 
and taxes. You have to live your life 
the way you want to, and that’s what 
Fve done up until this point, where I 
now want to save other peoples lives. 
What message do you want to share? 
Women should get checkups because 
it really helps to get diagnosed early. 

I know we’re all told to do it, but some 
of us are too stupid, and I was one of 


them. That was my choice and maybe 
it was a foolish one, but it was my 
choice. Now I want to tell people it 
shouldn’t be their choice. I also want 
to give out the message that stage 4 
cancer is a chronic disease, and it’s 
not a death sentence. You can live 
a very positive life.

Your mind controls your body, so you 
must. I saw how much your mind can 
control you when I nursed my fiance 
[Frank, who died of lung cancer in 
2000]. His attitude was very angry. He 
was very vain and didn’t want to live 
after he lost his hair. Just like Samson. I 
got him a fabulous wig, and he wouldn’t 
wear it. He died three months later. 
Unlike my husband Oscar, who built 
this house for me when he had cancer 
and it kept him alive for three years. If 
you have a positive attitude, you can 
conquer anything. 

You just returned from London, where 
you told your sister Joan, with whom 
you’re so close. How was that? 

She was very shocked. She had no 
idea. But she was great. We were 
emotional. My brother Bill was there 
too, and he’s fantastic. It was a really 
good trip. I also had a birthday party 
for my oldest daughter, Tracy. 

Why wait until now to tellJoan? 
Because it would have really affected 
her. I just felt she didn’t need it in her 
life. She’s very positive and very social, 
but I’m not sure how strong she is, 
so I didn’t want to burden her with it. 
You’re writing your autobiography. 
What else would you like to achieve? 
There’s nothing I haven’t done that I 
want to do, so I feel very lucky in that 
respect. I was a school dropout, and 
everybody said you can’t be a writer, 
you’ve got to go to college, you have to 
do this, you have to do that, and I said 
f— it.

S tarting work as an AT&T sales 
rep in 1980 with a freshly 
minted M.B.A., Carly Fiorina 
had to take her first business 
meeting in a strip club.

Donald Trump mocked her— “Look at 
that face!

They’re either insult- 
ing you or flattering you,’ ” says her best 
friend Deborah Bowker. Fiorina says 
her husband, Frank, "just laughed. 
Because he saw an opportunity.” 

And how. Within days, "Look at this 
face” was a Fiorina campaign ad 
("Ladies . . . look at all of your faces, the 
face of leadership”), and by the time 
Trump, in the Sept. 16 debate, tried 
flattery— "You have abeautiful face,” he 
assured Fiorina— the wind was at her 
back. A postdebate CNN poll had her 
leapfrogging 14 GOP candidates— all 
men— to second place. And while she 
revels in "playing this game as equals, 
by the same rules as the men,” the for-

mer Hewlett-Packard 
CEO knows she faces 
increased scrutiny as a 
female candidate. For all 
her sharp attacks on Hill- 
ary Clinton’s record, Fio- 
rina admits ''enormous 
admiration and empa- 
thy” for the Democratic 
front-runner, saying, 

"Hillary’s smart and hardworking.” 
Trump’s comments, she adds, "missed 
the point. Whether a man thinks you’re 
homely or beautiful, it’s not a topic of 
conversation when a woman is trying 
to do a job— whether that’s president of 
the United States or secretary.” 

F iorina didn’t always have that con- 
fidence. A self-described "goody- two- 
shoes middle child” of a federal judge 
father and a painter mom, she over- 
came her shyness through her family’s 
moves and a job as a temporary secre- 
tary at Hewlett-Packard she took to 
help with her Stanford tuition. Then 
her smarts— "and the hardest work,” 
says Bowker— sent F iorina through the 
glass ceiling at Hewlett-Packard, 
where in 1999 she became the first 


woman CEO of a For- 
tune 20 company. 

But setbacks followed. 
Fiorina was fired as CEO 
in 2005 after what she 
describes as "a board- 
room brawl” and battled 
breast cancer through 
four excruciating sur- 
geries. Most painfully, in 
2009 her stepdaughter Lori Ann, who 
had struggled with drug addiction for 
years, died of an overdose at age 35. 
Fiorina leaned on her Christian faith 


and her 30-year marriage to Frank, 65, 
a former AT&T exec. "I’ve been tested,” 
she says. Whatever comes of this cam- 
paign, Fiorina says her past struggles 
are what remind her that "politics 
and policies are not sport but impact 
people’s lives in real ways.” And her 
present joys— like iPhone "emoji 
orgies” with two step-granddaughters 
who call her Cici— buoy her through 
the grueling days. "All of us candidates 
will be revealed over time and under 
pressure,” she says. "Andthenthe vot- 
ers will decide.” •

t's Saturday, hut the five fourth 
graders gathered around Kaitlin 
Roig-DeBellis don't seem even a little 
hit hummed that they're spending it 
with a teacher. Instead there are group 
giggles, hugs and dehates over 
Justin Richer and Taylor Swift. At the 
center of the happy chaos, Roig-DeBellis 
beams. It's thanks to her heroic efforts on 
Dec. 14, 2012, that this reunion is even 
possible. Then a first-grade teacher at 
Sandy Hook Elementary School in New- 
town, Conn., Roig-DeBellis quietly 
packed 15 students into her classroom's 
tiny 3-ft.-by-4-ft. bathroom to save them 
from gunman Adam Lanza, who killed 26 
at the school that morning. ‘T did what 
anyone would have done," she says. ‘'That 
was my responsibility. I'm their teacher. 
That's my joh." 

Nearly three years after that horrific 
day, Roig-DeBellis, 31, has written 
Choosing Hope^ exclusively excerpted 
here, to help others in their darkest times. 
Though she cautions in the hook that the 
account of that day is disturbing, “I have 
to share my own darkness and what I 
overcame and what I and my students 
lived through," she says. “What's hard 
and dark and scary doesn't have to define 
us." Now married and the founder of the 
nonprofit Classes4Classes.org— a web- 
site where students post needs for items 
such as school supplies and other classes 
fill them— Roig-DeBellis wants to 
encourage others to choose hope over 


despair. “Do we continue to focus on the 
had, the evil, the terribleness or do we 
focus on kindness and love?" she says. 
“We choose the latter." 

That day began like most days. I had 
just finished playing a recording of ''Oh, 
What a Beautiful Mornin’,” the cue for 
my first graders to gather at the front of 
our classroom for our morning meet- 
ing. "Good morning, Fantastic 
Friends!” I saidjustbefore taking atten- 
dance. "Good morning. Miss Roig!” 
they replied. The theme that day was 
Our Holiday Traditions. [The students] 
talked about making cookies and visit- 
ing Santa and listening for reindeer. 

At 9:30 a.m. they hear gunshots. 

First comes the initial blast of gun- 
fire, then the sound of shattering glass. 
The hair on my arms stands up. My 
classroom is the first one in the build- 
ing. We are in grave danger, I think, sit- 
ting targets. I jump up, run to the door, 
pull it closed and switch off the lights. 
I can’t lock the door. My keys are clear 
across the room, on top of my desk, and 
there’s not time to fetch them. If we’re 
going to live, we have to find a hiding 
place. Fast. My students don’t seem to 
understand what is happening. One, 
the little girl I call our fashionista, 
because she wears things like leopard 
prints and leggings, stands there smil- 
ing. I can’t tell if she is somehow obliv- 
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If you were called on a cellular 
telephone by or on behalf of Asset 
Acceptance, LLC, you may be 
entitled to receive a payment or debt 
forgiveness, and your rights may be 
affected by this class action settlement. 

A Settlement has been reached in a class action 
lawsuit alleging that Asset Acceptance, LLC (“Asset” 
or “Defendant”) violated the Telephone Consumer 
Protection Act (“TCPA”), by calling, or allowing other 
companies to call on its behalf, cell phone numbers 
between April 17, 2009 and September 4, 2014, using a 
dialer without prior express consent. The Court did not 
decide in favor of Plaintiff or Asset. Asset denies any 
violation or liability. To settle the case. Asset will provide 
a Common Fund totaling $1,000,000.00 composed of 
an $800,000.00 Debt Forgiveness Component and a 
$200,000.00 Cash Component. 

The case is known as Fox v. Asset Acceptance, 
LLC, Case No. 14-CV-00734-GW-FFM (C.D. Cal.) 
(“Action”). The “Class” includes all persons whose 
cellular telephone numbers were called using a dialer by 
Asset, released parties, or a third party dialing company 
on behalf of Asset or the released parties, without 
consent, during the period from April 17, 2009 through 
September 4, 2014. 

Subject to final Court approval, each Class Member 
who submits a valid Claim Form will be entitled to 
recover from the Common Fund. A Class Member’s 
recovery depends on how much, if any, the Class 
Member owes Asset. If the Class Member owes Asset 
no money, then that individual is entitled to a pro rata 
share of the $200,000 Cash Component of the Common 
Fund, up to $1,500. Payment amounts under the Cash 
Component will vary based on the total number of 
valid Claim Forms received from Class Members who 
owe Asset no money to Asset, and after deducting the 
incentive award of up to $2,500 that will be paid to the 
Class Representative. However, if the Class Member 
owes Asset any amount of money, then that individual 
shall be entitled to a one-time forgiveness of the money 
owed to Asset in an amount that is the lesser of (1) 
the Individual Debt Forgiveness Settlement Amount 
calculated by dividing $800,000 by the number of valid 
Claim Forms received from Class Members who owe 
Asset money, (2) the amount that the Class Member is 
identified as owing to Asset in its records, or (3) $1,500. 
It is not known how many Class Members exist, but over 
387,000 potential Class Members are expected to be 
notified of the settlement by mail. 

To make a claim or find out more about this 
settlement, please visit the settlement website at 
www.FoxTCPASettlement.com . or call 1-844-271-4787. 
On the settlement website, you may submit a claim 
online or download and print a Claim Form that 
you can mail in. Claim Forms must be submitted by 
December 28, 2015. You may also check the settlement 
website to determine what amount of money, if any, you 
are alleged to owe to Asset, and learn about the procedure 
to dispute the amount or existence of the alleged debt for 
purposes of this settlement. 

If you do not want to be a part of the Settlement, you 
must exclude yourself no later than December 28, 2015 
by following the procedure outlined in Class Notice 
which is available on the settlement website. Unless 
you exclude yourself, you will be bound by any final 
judgment in the action, including the release of Asset 
and others from any claims arising out of or related to 
this Settlement. If you want to object to the Settlement, 
you must mail an objection postmarked no later than 
December 28, 2015 by following the procedure outlined 
in the Class Notice. At your own expense, you may have 
your own lawyer appear in Court for you if you like. If 
you hire your own lawyer, that lawyer must submit a 
Notice of Intention by following the procedures outlined 
in the Class Notice. 

The Court has scheduled a Fairness Hearing for 
February 18, 2016, at 8:30 a.m., in Courtroom 10 of 
the U.S. District Court, Central District of California, 
312 North Spring Street, Los Angeles, CA 92012 
to decide: (1) whether to approve the Settlement; 
(2) Class Counsel’s request for attorneys’ fees and 
litigation costs of up to $262,500.00 to be paid by 
Asset separately of the Common Fund; and (3) a $2,500 
payment to the Class Representative ( An n Fox) to be 
paid from the Cash Component of the Common Fund. 
Upon final approval, the action will be dismissed with 
prejudice and the Class Members who do not request 
exclusion will have released Asset and related entities 
as detailed in the Settlement Agreement (available at 
www.FoxTCPASettlement.com) .

ious to the sounds or scared frozen. 
Evil is coming for us and there is 
no’where to go. 

Where can we hide? The bath- 
room— a tiny first grade- sized lava- 
tory ’with only a toilet and a toilet 
paper dispenser inside. It is our only 
chance. I turn to my students, who 
look up at me with pleading eyes. 
'Tnto the bathroom. Now!” I say. At 
first they protest. ''What do you 
mean, Miss Roig?” Shots are being 
fired outside our classroom door. 
"Hurry,” I say, pushing them into 
the tiny space. 

I begin lifting students and piling 
them inside. I place one student, 
then two, then three, on top of the 
toilet and hoist up my littlest girl 
and sit her on the toilet paper dis- 
penser. We are all crushed together 
with not even enough room left to 
take a deep breath. I reach out to 
pull the door closed, but the door 
isn’t there. In my rush to save us, I 
didn’t even notice. The door opens 
into the bathroom. We are blocking 
it with our bodies. I feel myself 
beginning to panic. One 
by one, I pick up the stu- 
dents who are blocking 
the door and move each 
one behind it until I am 
finally able to push it 
closed. I can’t help but 
wonder if, by trapping us 
in the bathroom, I have 
just sentenced us to cer- 
tain death. 

Outside they hear voices. 

Someone shouts "Shooter, stay 
put!” Then, ear-splitting, rapid-fire 
shots, like a machine gun. di-di-di- 
di-di-di-di-di-di-di-di-di over and 
over again. My students stay per- 
fectly quiet. They understand that 
someone very bad is searching for 
us. With the inescapable sounds of 
carnage happening around us, my 
little ones are feeling desperate. My 
fashionista begins to cry. I cup her 
face in my hands and look into her 
teary eyes. "We’re going to be okay,” 
I promise. The boy who straddles 
the top of the toilet is shaking so 
hard that he accidentally flushes.

Once, then again. We all hold 
our breath. My kids want out 
of this sweltering sealed-up 
box we’re in. "I’ll lead the 
way,” one of the boys whis- 
pers. "I know karate,” says 
another. "No,” I say gently. 
"There are bad guys out 
there and we need to wait for 
the good guys to come.” 
Then, because I believe that death is 
imminent, I tell them how much they 
have meant to me. "I need you to know 
that I love you all very much,” I say. 
"Anyone who believes in the power of 
prayer needs to pray right now,” I say, 
"and anyone who does not needs to 
think really happy thoughts.” The 
shooting continues. Now I am pre- 
pared to die. 

The school suddenly turns quiet 
I wonder if the gunman is lurking 
outside the door, waiting for us to 
feel safe enough to come out of 
the bathroom and fall into his trap. I 
worry that we may run out of air. 
My worst fear is that I will see my

class murdered before I die and 
I won’t be able to stop it. 

An eternity passes. The bathroom 
is stifling. Then, from the other side 
of the wall, comes the voices of peo- 
ple who are barking orders. ''Don’t 
look up.” "Don’t open your eyes.” 
"Walk quickly.” Oh my God. Is there 
more than one shooter? A knock 
comes at the door and we stiffen with 
fear. "Ask who’s there,” I whisper to 
one of my students."Who is it?” my 
little guy asks. I can hear the quiver 
in his voice. "Hey little fella,” some- 
one replies. "We’re hear to help you. 
Unlock the door.” No way, I think. A 
badge is slipped under the door. It 
looks fake, like a play badge that one 
of my students might wear. "This 
doesn’t look real,” I say. "If you are 
the police and you’re here to help us, 
then you should have the key to this 
door. Or you should be able to get it.” 
A few more minutes pass by before I 
hear the rattle of keys. The tenth key 
works. I see an army of uniforms. The 
good guys are here.

In the weeks after the massacre, she 
and her students struggle through grief 
and nightmares. They reunite at one of 
the student's homes six months later. 

I couldn’t wait to see my little angels 
again. I longed to see their bright eyes, 
hear their tinkling giggles. I watched in 
awe as my sweet first graders, all of them 
dressed in bright summer colors, ran 
barefoot through the grass and splashed 
in the kiddie pool. They looked so care- 
free. Every night I’d prayed for them to 
be able to be happy-go-lucky kids again. 
Prayers answered, I thought, walking 
towards them. They squealed when 
they saw me. "Miss Roig is here!” 
Stretching and straining their little 
arms, and clamoring to get as close as 
they could, my students surrounded me 
for a big group hug. The last time we 
were huddled so closely together was in 
the classroom bathroom. We had been 
through something together that no 
one else could possibly understand. 
And through that, we had forged an 
unbreakable bond. •

happier to be between jobs. “I don’t 
know how one person could 
physically raise twins on their own,” 
says the Gracepoint and Gossip Girl 
actor, 31.
